To the Inhabitants of the Town of Warner in the County 
of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Warner on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March, next at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


1. ‘To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to accept transfer from 
the Pine Grove Cemetery Association to the custody and 
control of the Trustees of Trust Funds all trust funds now 
held in possession or hereafter acquired by the said Pine 
Grove Cemetery Association. Said transfer to be subject to 
investment and management procedure pertaining to such 
trusts as provided by the laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire and in accordance with the terms of each trust or con- 
tract under which the funds were originally received by the 
Pine Grove Cemetery Association. 


4. ‘To see if the Town will vote to establish a Planning 
Board of seven members with duties as set forth in Sections 
1-15, Chapter 36, N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955, 
to make a study of the Town’s development and report to 
the ‘Town appropriate recommendations for the promotion 
and maintenance of the Town’s best development. The 
Board shall consist of one Selectman and six other citizens 
appointed by the Selectmen, as provided in Chapter 36, 
N. H. Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955. 
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5. ‘To see what action the Town wishes to take concern- 
ing a change of purpose for the expenditure of the funds 
in the so-called Kearsarge Street Extension Capital Reserve 
Fund. RSA 1955, 35:16 


6. ‘To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen and 
Town Treasurer to borrow money in the anticipation of 
taxes on the note, or notes of the Town, payable on or be- 
fore December 31, 1963. 


7. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
sell property taken for taxes. 


8. ‘To hear reports of the Officers of the Town hereto- 
fore chosen and Committees appointed and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


9. ‘To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


Suppressing carelessly set outdoor fires in New Hamp- 
shire in 1962 cost the persons responsible $5,545. In the 
same period, the cost to the cities and towns for control 
of such fires for which no responsibility could be placed 
was another $24,634. What utter waste of tax money and 
what shameful and needless loss of timber and esthetic 
values in the 2200 acres burned! Residences, farms, and 
other business places were threatened with possible total 
destruction. 

Carelessly set man-caused fires can be prevented if every 
citizen remembers his responsibility in regard to any fires 
in the open. We can help to keep our fire loss low by re- 
membering these simple rules. 


1. Dispose of burnable waste at the town dump. 


2. If waste or brush is to be burned on the premises, 
obtain a permit from the forest fire warden. Season- 
al permits may be issued for approved incinerators 
and sites. 


3. Burn safely by picking a clean site, avoiding dry 
windy weather and preferably burning late in the 
day. 


4. Have something to keep the fire under contro] — 
pails of water, garden hose, sprinkling can, broom 
for grass fires or shovel will help. 


5. Be sure your fire is dead out before you leave it. 


6. If the fire gets out of control or if you see a fire out 
of control, report promptly to your warden or fire 
department. Continue to fight it until help arrives. 


There is potential danger when matches fall into the 
hands of children. It is never too early for parents to install 
in the child’s mind a respect for fire.

Since I became Superintendent in 1947 my annual report 
has been written in December following the close of school 
in June. I have done this because I could more accurately 
report to you the needs of the school district for the coming 
school year, as much can happen in a six months period. 
These needs I have discussed with the school board, and as 
a result of these discussions, recommendations have been 
made at the annua] meeting in March. As the voters get 
this report before the annual school district meeting they 
have a chance to think about the proposals before having 
to vote upon them at the annual meeting. 

This year | am in somewhat of a quandary as to what sort 
of a report to make. J have just received.a preliminary report 
of the Interim Commission on Education. This was a com- 
mittee established by the 1961 Legislature, which gave the 
commission the task of studying, among other things, school 
district organization in the State of New Hampshire. 

The Commission has come up with recommendations for 
some drastic changes in schoo] district organization. Basically 
the plan is to organize the state according to a Master Plan 
into what would eventually become thirty four Consolidated 
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School Districts from the forty eight Supervisory Unions 
which now exist; the avowed purpose being to eliminate 
all small high schools and elementary schools which have 
more than one grade to a classroom. This actually would 
cut the number of high schools in the state by one half. It 
would mean the construction of about twelve high schools 
having enrollments of from five hundred to one thousand 
pupils. It would also mean building new elementary schools; 
utilizing some of the present buildings and discarding some 
buildings. 

One of the proposed new districts is the Hopkinton-Hills- 
boro District, which would, from the statistics tables, seem 
to include Antrim, Henniker, Hillsboro, Hopkinton and 
Warner, plus some smaller towns. A six hundred pupil high 
school would be built in Henniker. Just what building 
would be used is not known at the moment. There is sup- 
posed to be a final report sometime in January. Whether 
the Legislature will buy all or part of the report is a ques- 
tion. Certainly this will have to be done over a period of 
years, and money will have to be found on a state level to 
carry out this program. The state tax structure will have to 
be revised, and up to this time no governor has had the 
courage to face this problem. Certainly it calls for a radical 
change in thinking by the people of New Hampshire. 

There is no question that the State Department of Educa- 
tion is putting heavy pressure on the small high schools 
with the admitted purpose of forcing school districts to 
close the small high school. In 1958 the first set of Minimum 
Standards forced us to add to the staff and increased the cost. 
In September 1963 a revised Minimum Standards Program 
will go into effect. These will require Warner, if they 
wish to continue as a comprehensive High School, to pro- 
vide the following additions to the curriculum: 

1. Part time Guidance teacher. 

2. Part time Librarian. 

3. A course in Visual Art taught by an approved teacher. 

4. Separate classes in College and Non-College courses 

in all areas: i.e. College U. S. History and Non-College 


te 


U. S. History, and College English and Non-College 
English etc. 

5. Limitation of class size. 

6. Relieve the Principal of teaching responsibility. 


In order to meet these requirements we will have to add 
two teachers to the high school staff. Warner is in a position 
that if they do not remain a Comprehensive High School 
they could well lose a number of tuition pupils to towns 
which do maintain a Comprehensive High School. 

There is also some interest in re-establishing a class for 
exceptional children in Warner. By school meeting time 
we expect to have all necessary information ready for the 
district to make a decision. There is a question in my mind 
at this time as to whether we need a class for exceptional 
children or a class for remedial work on a level fitted to 
the needs of the children. The cost of the Comprehensive 
High School may have some effect on the decision. 

There has been only two changes in the teaching staff 
this year, both at the high school level. Mr. Michael Zotto 
is the new Science teacher and Mr. Harvey Smith is the 
new English teacher. Special mention should be made of 
our new Art teacher. Mr. Herman Wibel has volunteered 
his services to teach a course in Art at the high school. 

We have a very fine staff of teachers this year and every 
effort should be made to keep our present staff. 

It has been a pleasure working with the teachers, the 
school board and the people of Warner.

8. To see if the district will authorize the school board 
to make application for and to receive in the name of the 
district such advances, grants-in-aid or other funds for 
educational purposes as may now or hereafter be forth- 
coming from the U. S. Government and/or State Agencies. 


9. To see if the district will vote to authorize the School 
Board to appoint a committee to make necessary recom- 
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mendations in the form of articles in the warrant at the next 
annual school meeting in respect to the following: 


The building of a new combination cafeteria-gym- 
nasium-auditorium or enlarging the facilities on the pres- 
ent gymnasium. 


The committee to consist of the following: 


One School Board Member, one Representative of 
Simonds High School, one Representative of Warner
